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PURPOSE 
OF THE 
COMMISSION 


The Ontario Royal Commission on 
Electric Power Planning has been es- 
tablished to examine fully the long- 
range planning isoncepis of Ontario 
Hydro for the period 1983 to 1993 and 
beyond, so that an approved frame- 
work can be decided upon in planning 
and implementing the electrical power 
system in the best interests of the people 
of Ontario. 

The Commission’s terms of reference 
reflect the importance of the issues in- 
volved and the need for the broadest 
general public debate regarding these 
issues. 

The Commission, under the provi- 
sions of The Public Inquiries Act, 1971, 
has been empowered to consider: 

e the long-range planning program in 
relation to provincial planning; 

e domestic, commercial and industrial 
utilization of electrical energy; 

e environmental, energy and socio-eco- 
nomic factors, including such matters 
as electric load growth, systems re- 
liability, safety, management of heat 
discharged from generating stations, 
export policy, land use; 


general principles on siting generating 
stations and transmission corridors, 
efficient, use of electrical energy and 
conservation through wise manage- 
ment of primary energy resources; 
power generation technology, inter- 
connecting and power pooling with 
neighbouring utilities, security of fuel 
supplies and operational considera- 
tions; 

the broader issues relating to electric 
power planning; 

and report, on a priority basis, on the 
need for a North Channel Generating 
Station, a second 500 kV line from 
Bruce, a 500 kV supply to Kitchener, 
London and the Ottawa-Cornwall 
region. 

The social and economic aspects of 
the issues to be brought before the 
Commission for its deliberations and 
recommendations to the Government 
cannot be underestimated. They will 
provide direction for the life style of the 
citizens of Ontario for the final decades 
of this century and beyond. 

To assist the public, business, in- 
dustry, groups and associations inter- 
ested in making their viewpoints known 
to the Commission, a series of prelim- 
inary public meetings will be held 
throughout the proyince. They will be 
followed by the main inquiry — which 
may include meetings, workshops, sem- 
inars or hearings. The preliminary pub- 
lic meetings will give the public an 
Opportunity to tell the Commission 
what issues and other matters should be 
included in the main inquiry.
